BOYNE CITY — 
Changes to City Hall may 
be on the horizon or simply 
on the wish list. But city of- 
ficials requested a study of 
construction options and 
cost estimates to upgrade 
departments. 

The results of the study, 
and its recormmendations, 
were given to city commis- 
sioners at a meeting on April 
10. 

Construction of a new 
city hall would cost an esti- 
mated $2 million, a new fire 
and ambulance station, $1.6 
million, relocation of the 
department of public works, 
$1.7 million, and relocation 
of the Little League baseball 
diamond and other changes, 
$85,000. 

Other cost options were 
available in the study, be- 
sides the recommended op- 
tions. 


Along with. the cost esti- 
mates totaling $5.4 million, 
recommendations were 
made for location of the de- 


partments. sf 
Ambulance _ services 
should be centrally located 


and combined with the Fire 
Department in a new build- 
ing, the study reported. 

A new city hall was fa- 
vored over remodeling 
city hall, because the 
building requires exten- 
sive work. The remodel- 
ing cost is estimated at 
$1.4 million, while new 
construction is estimated 
at $2 million.
